OREGON,
INDICTMENT OF M. A. MOODY

Reputed Misdoings of Former
Congressman.

The dispatohes of yesterday tell of
the  Indictment of ex-Congressiman
Malvolm A, Moody, for opening s letter
addressed to Margaret L, Conroy,
depositor 'n The Dalles Natlonal Bank,
of which Mr. Moody wan cashier, aml
which falled in 1897, Mr. Moody s
now In provess of settling up In full
with his depositors.

The story goes that Mr, Moody apen-
ed a letter addresed to Mrs, Conroy
which came from the contraller of the
currency, stating the amount due her
on finul settlement. 1t Is alloged that
Mr. Moody, taking advantage of the
information imparted, settled with Mrs
Conroy for some 3830 leas than she was
entitled to. Mrd. Conroy, discovering
the deception, compelled the former
cashier to pay the full amount due her,

It |s stated that Mr, Moody came In.
to possession of the letter through The
Dalles postimaster, who had been In the
hablt of delivering similar letters to
Mr. Moody. That the postmaster will
have to gcount for his mistake, If such
be the case, there s no doubt.

Whether or not Mr., Moody s gulity
remaing to be proven.

Rumors of wrongdoing were circulats
ed In connectlon with the fallure of his
bank, but no Indictment wis ever re-
turned agatnst him In connection there-
with. As most of The Astorian’s read-
ers are aware, Me., Moody served two
terms In congress, completing the sec.
ond term I March last, He succeeded
In Ingratlating himself into the good
will of President Roosevelt, and for
same time past has been o more or less
potent power in presidential appoint-
wenta, It i= sald that Mr, Moody, more
than any other Influence, defeated the
recammandation of the Oregon delegn-
tion for the appointment of John W.
Knowles for reglster of the LaGrande
jfand ofMlee, and he dictated the Ap-
polntments absolutely for The Dulles
lund office last March. ‘The result of
